That each and every breeder and owner of purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle be 
and is required to file with the secretary of the association on or before Nov. 1, 1919, a 
complete list of all purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle owned by him, both male and 
female. If registered, the name and registry number shall be given; if not registered 
the sex, age, name and registry number of both sire and dam shall be given. Blanks 
for the use of breeders in preparing such list of animals will be furnished by the 
secretary upon application therefor. All breeders and owners of purebred Holstein- 
Friesian cattle who shall fail to file a list of cattle as herein provided by the 1st day of 
January 1920, will thereafter be denied all privileges of the association until such list 
shall be filed.

The Standard Setter In Both Type and 
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Ohio’s Holsteins 


HE official nickname of the state 
To Ohio is the Buckeye State, but 

after a study of the Holstein his- 
tory of that state, one feels that it might 
appropriately be changed, perhaps—borrowing a Minnesota 
expression—to Marathon State. From a Holstein man’s 
point of view, Ohio’s nickname should be something which 
would indicate the fact that that state has made more 
Holstein history in the long time division than any other 
state in the Union—I almost-said than any other two states. 
Ohio Holsteins have made forty-eight 1000-lb. year records 
which is more than have been made in any other two states 
in the Union unless 
we pair California 
with Minnesota. Pair- 
ing either of these two 
states with any other 
state in the Union 
leaves Ohio in thelead 
over the pair for 1000- 
lb. cows and although 
at the present time 
Ohio Holsteins hold 
very few world’s rec- 
ords for either milk 
or butter, ail the other 
states have to take off 
their hats to her for 
large number of great 
records that have 
been made there. 

As we have said, 
Ohio Holsteins have 
made forty-eight rec- 
ords above 1000 lbs. 
butter. They have 
made _iten records 
above 1000 lbs. butter 
fat, which is more 
than any other two 
states; sixteen above 
1200 lbs. butter, also 
more than any other 
two states and twenty- 
six above 1100 Ibs., 
which is very nearly 
as Many as any other 
two states have pro- 
duced. In regard to milk production, three Ohio cows have 
made records from 29,000 to 30,000 lbs. Seventeen have made

records above 26,000 Ibs. and twenty-nine above 25,000 Ibs., © 


which is as many 25,000-lb. records as can be found in any 
other two states in the Union. Thus we see that although 
Ohio can claim only one of the nine 30,000-lb. cows, yet the 
average milk production of her thirty best milk producing 
cows is greater than can be found in any other state. 
No less than a dozen of Ohio’s forty-eight 1000-lb. rec- 
ords have been made by heifers under full age, which is 
a showing approached by no other state in the Union except 
Minnesota. Ohio has six cows that have made 1000-Ib. rec-

ords at the age of 10 years or over, 
which is three times as many as there 
are in all the rest of the world. Three 
Ohio Holsteins have made two 1000-lb. 
records each and the six milk records for the three cows 
average 27,571.2 lb. 

Ohio was one of the pioneers in Holstein breeding and 
in 1885 furnished 12 of the 168 members in the national 
association. At this time the two leading Ohio men in 
association affairs were O. P. Chapman and C. W. Horr, 
both of Wellington. Mr. Chapman was elected inspector 
in 1885 and in that capacity inspected imported animals 
for registry and also 
inspected candidates 
for the advanced reg- 
istry for the next fif- 
teen years. Mr. Horr 
served as a director 
of the national associa- 
tion from 1885 to 1891 
and in 1892 was elect- 
ed president of the as- 
sociation. Although 
one of the first Ohio 
breeders to do any 
testing, he was always 
a strong opponent of 
the practice of forcing 
for high records on 
the ground that the 
advertising which 
these high records 
brought to the breed 
did not compensate 
for the injury done to 
the animals so forced. 

The first official 
testing was done in 
Ohio by Esther A. 
Horr of Wellington 
and W. J. Hayes of 
Ravena in the year of 
1895-96. The first 20- 
lb. records in the state 
were made by W. B. 
Smith & Sonof Colum- 
Developed and owned by E. E. Ellett bus, who tested Kitty 

Clyde 2d’s Coral (24.- 

38 Ibs.), and Ginger 
(20.38 Ibs. at 3 years). The first 20-lb. two-year-old in the 
state was Daisy Grace De Kol (21.23 lbs.) owned by Dan 
Dimmick & Bro., East Clarendon, Ohio. 

Although Ohio Holsteins performed creditably on official 
test during the early days of testing they never became 
really world famous until the spring of 1911 when Dan 
Dimmick & Bro. made five 30-lb. records, two of them on 
4-year-old heifers. This firm operating later under the name 
of Maplecrest Stock Farm Co. was for a number of years 
one of the leading Holstein firms in the United States and 
made a wonderful success with their herd, both in short 
time and in long time work. In the next few years follow-

Ohio’s only 30,000-Ib. cow. Holds three state championships. Owned by 
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ing 1911, they made no less than 16 more 30-Ib 
records and ten year records above 1000 Ibs. 
and at one time in the 365-day division mem. 
bers of this herd held first and third places in 
the mature class and first, second and fourth 
places in the junior 4-year-old class, one of 
the 4-year-olds at one time holding the world’s 
record for heifers under full age. A member 
of this herd, Banostine Belle De Kol, made the 
first 1300-lb. record in the world, her figures 
being 1322.93 lbs. At about the same time her 
stable companion, Highlawn Hartog De Kol 
took third place in the world’s list with 1247.93 
Ibs. and when a little later her daughter, Maple. 
crest Pontiac Flora Hartog made a 1200-Ib. 
record, the pair formed the first combination of 
mother and daughter with year records above 
1200 lbs. each. We have already referred to 
Daisy Grace De Kol whose production of 1203.5 
Ibs. butter as a junior 4-year-old was the first 
1200-lb. record ever made in heifer form. 

It must not be supposed, however, that the 
history of the breed in Ohio is largely a his. 
tory of Maplecrest Farm. The names of Peter 
Small, Cleveland City Farms, Daisy Hill Farms 
Lothian-Riverode Stock Farm, G. W. Rising. 
R. E. Dillon, H. A. McQuillin and Ralph King 
all stand for success in both long and short 
time testing in the Buckeye state, and there 
are many other scarcely less notable names in 
Ohio’s Hall of Holstein Fame. 

It seems to me the most striking way to 
bring out the great work that Ohio Holsteins 
have done in long time test is to publish a 
complete list of the forty-eight Ohio records 
above 1000 lbs. with the names and addresses 
of the men who owned the cows at the time 
the records were made.

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Early Holstein History in Wisconsin 


HE change in the kind of farming 
Te has taken place in Wisconsin 

during the last forty years has been 
exceedingly great. In the early days, the _ ; 
farmers of the state had become poor growing grain, they 
were slaves to wheat. They were in the position that the 
farmers of the South are now passing through as regards 
cotton. The only difference being that the farmers in Wis- 
consin were converted to stock farming earlier. No man had 
more influence in the great change that came over the 
farmers of Wisconsin than did the late W. D. Hoard, that 
grand old man, statesman, prophet, and preacher of the 
gospel of better farming, of dairy farming. 

It was during these early days in the history of dairy- 
ing that a young Wisconsin man ventured forth to buy 
dairy cattle. In some way he happened to learn that A. C. 
Bradley of Lee, Mass., had made an importation of a num- 
per of Holstein-Friesian heifers. He decided that nothing 
put the best would suit him and so made the long trip to 
the Atlantic Coast. That man was Julius Rust, of North 
Greenfield and later West Allis, Wis. It was in May 1884, 
that he brought back twelve fine heifers from the East 
to his farm near Milwaukee. It is impossible to say what 
the total effect of those animals has been in building up 
the Holstein breed in Wisconsin, the middle West and the 
far West. A number of ani- 
mals from this herd have

was calved March 18, 1883 and was im- 
ported Feb. 5, 1884. When registered she 
was examined by J. C. Poor and F. L. 
Houghton, who described her as follows: 
color, black, blaze, stripe up left shoulder over on right, 
stripe up left hip; rump, brisket, belly, fore legs below 
knees, hind legs, and switch, white. 

It is interesting that this animal coming from the herd 
of Kuperus should make the record which it has in this 
country. It proves conclusively that blood will tell. In 
Rust’s herd she gave birth to four heifers and three bull 
calves. Her first calf, Piebe 2d, No. 7402, was sired by 
Blanden, No. 4152 whose dam, an imported cow, had a milk 
record for one day of 66 pounds and 8 oz. On Feb. 12, 1889, 
Piebe 2d, gave birth to Duchess Ormsby, No., 16004, the 
foundation cow of the important Ormsby family. As a nine- 
year-old, Duchess Ormsby has a seven-day record of 356.9 
pounds of milk and 24.27 pounds of butter. Five of her 
daughters have A. R. O. records above 15 pounds of butter 
in seven days. Duchess Ormsby 3d, produced 22.35 pounds 
of butter. Duchess Piebe De Kol by Duchess Ormsby 3d, 
has a seven-day record of 648.5 Ibs. of milk and 29.4 pounds 
of butter. It must be remembered that these records were 
made when the art of feeding was not developed to the 
extent that it is today and the cows were not pushed as 
hard as at present. Later 
generations of this family 





been shipped to Japan as 
well as to South American 
countries. 

In Wisconsin, the influ- 
ence of this herd has been 
exceedingly great. Many a 
small breeder has come to 
Rust’s Farm to buy a herd 
sire, and have secured ani- 
mals that have made them 
famous, or rich. S. B. Jones, 
Watertown, Wis., admits 
that the bull Aaltje Salo 
3d’s_ Tritomia Netherland 
purchased from Rust’s, put 
him on the map. A number 
of men always buy their 
herd sires from Rust Bros.

31212, who is the grandsire 
of Duchess Skylark Ormsby, 
No. 124514, the world’s 
champion dairy cow over 








ception. A record like that 
means much to a breeder 
and is only possible with satisfied customers. There is no 
better indication of value received than in a pleased buyer 

Two hundred dollars was paid for each of the twelve 
animals purchased at that time. The animals have been 
precocious and prolific so that no other females have ever 
been brought into the herd. The anjmals were well bred 
because one heifer, Piebe, No. 5975, H. H. B. became a 
foundation cow for an important family of Holsteins. The 
Piebe’s as well as the Ormsby’s are descendants of this 
animal. Another heifer, Aaltje Salo, 5868 H. H. B. was a 
very prolific animal and her descendants can still be found 
in large numbers in Wisconsin. All the cows in the herd 
of Arthur Rust, the present owner, which consists of about 
fifty head of stock are descendants through their dams to 
this cow. She outlived all the other animals of the im- 
portation, dying at the age of 19 years. During this time 
she produced nine heifers and four bull calves. She was 
an exceptionally fine individual and her offspring were 
fine show cows. 

Perhaps the most important cow of the lot was Piebe, 
described above. She was bred by K. N. Kuperus of 
Boordahuizum, Friesland. This herd was recently com- 
mented on by Dr. L. S. Dijkstra in the Holstein-Friesian 
World, as “the oldest and best established herd of pure 
bred, registered Holstein-Friesian cattle. From their farm 
hundreds of choice cattle have been exported from Holland 
to all parts of the world during half a century and it will 
be of interest to the breeders of Holstein-Friesian cattle 
to learn when and where these animals were shipped and 
how the animals are doing in these new countries.” 

Further he says, “In the year 1884 K. N. Kuperus ship- 
ped over 800 registered animals to America.” 

It was probably in this lot that Piebe was imported. She 


all ages and all breeds with 
a year’s record of 1506.36 
pounds of butter and 27,761.07 pounds of milk. 

Imp. Aaltje Salo, No. 5868, H. H. B., did much to estab- 
lish the Rust herd as the first seven offspring were females. 
Because her conformation was almost ideal and her off- 
spring were exceptional show cows, Mr. Rust kept this 
family in his herd. During the past thirty-five years there 
have been 253 animals registered in the herd book direct 
descendants of this cow on the female side, all calving on 
the Rust Farm. I doubt that there is another cow in the 
United States that has had as many descendants raised 
on one farm. 

Not only has the Aaltje Salo family been noted for their 
excellent type and prepotency, but also for their records of 
production. Aaltje Salo 3d’s Tritomia Netherland, No. 
19856, by Tritomia’s Netherland Carl, out of Aaltje Salo 
3rd, was the first Wisconsin sire to have 33 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters. He was the second Wisconsin sire to have a World’s 
Record daughter; two of his daughters having held World’s 
butter records. Six of his daughters have produced seven 
30-lb. daughters. 

These two families, the Piebes and the Aaltje Salo’s 
afford an excellent example of the difference there is in 
the chance given animals to make large records. The 
Piebe’s and the Ormsby’s got into large breeders herds 
and were given every chance possible to make records. 
The animals had been bred for production and when af- 
forded an opportunity made good. The Aaltje Salo stock 
has largely gone into the hands of small breeders through- 
out the state and have not been given as good a chance to 
make large records. The Rust’s have never pushed their 
own stock..Any records made have been made under norm- 
al conditions; the cows have not been forced in any way. 
Still they have the inherited ability for production and 
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when given the opportunity have done exceedingly well. 
If this family had been tested, its usefulness would have 
been much greater. To explain what I mean I can do no 
better than to relate the story of one bull purchased from 
Rusts. 

A young breeder purchased a bull from Rust’s some 
years ago. He was used for several years, and then to pre- 
vent inbreeding was sent to the butcher’s as have many 
other good bulls. When the heifers came in milk every one, 
without exception, was better than its dam. That man told 
me he would have given a thousand dollars several times 
over if he could only get the bull back but it was too late. I 
do not believe this is an exceptional case. It not only shows 
the value of keeping a bull until he kas been proven, but 
it shows the value to a sire of being placed in the hands 
of men who will keep him until he has proven his value 
n the increased production of his get. If that young 
oreeder had been aware of the possibilities in his bull he 
would undoubtedly have kept that bull until the offspring 
came into milk. 

The cow Imp. Schoone, No. 5995, another of the group 
purchased, was winner of the first Dairy Cow Competition 
ever held in Wisconsin. This was a two days’ contest for 
milk and butter fat production at the Wisconsin State Fair 
in 1891. She produced 119.6 pounds of milk containing 4.12 
pounds of butter fat. A diploma was awarded for the pro- 
duction of this amount of fat and another prize given for 
producing the most milk in two days. 

The following 
year, 1893, the win- 
ner of the sweep- 
stakes for produc- 
ing the most butter 
fat during the time 
allotted in a similar 
contest at the Wis- 
consin State Fair, 
was Imp. Aaggie 
Beck, No. 5990, an- 
other of Rust Bros. 
cows. She produced 
44.5 pounds of milk 
and 1.5¢ pounds of 
butter fat. The sec- 
ond prize was won 
by Aaltje Salo 2d, 
then a four-year-old 
whose milk record 
was 38.3 pounds con- 
taining 1.23 pounds 
of butter fat. 
Schoon®, who took 
the sweepstakes the 
year before had not 
had a calf since Aug. 
1891, but made a re- 
markable perform- 
ance. She produced 18.6 pounds of milk containing 0.72 
pounds of butter fat. 

Akkrummer, No. 6008, H. H. B., another of the imported 
heifers was kept for a number of years and did very credit- 
able work in the heid. She gave birth to 11 calves, seven 
heifers and 4 bulls. Johanna Akkrummer Pontiac, as a 
seven-year-old, has an A. R. O. record of 545.1 pounds of 
milk and 25.613 pounds of butter. Inka Akkrummer 34d, pro- 
duced 586.3 pounds of milk and 28.703 pounds of butter. 
Akkrummer Elnora Duke, a sire of this breeding was used 
in the herd a short time and produced two A. R. O. daugh- 
ters with records of 506.5 pounds of milk, 18.577 pounds of 
butter and 466 pounds of milk and 20.105 pounds of butter. 

The first herd sire was Uncle Hicks No. 1060, bred by 
T. C. Marwell and Bros., Geneva, N. Y. He was calved in 
1881 and was by Jubilee, No. 276 and out of Antrim, No. 
246, who had a milk record for a day of 53 pounds and for 
325 days 7593 pounds. 

The next herd sire was Blanden, No. 4152, bred by A. C. 
Bradley, by imported animals. His dam had a milk record 
for one day of 66 pounds, 1 oz. He was the sire of Piebe 2d, 
the dam of Duchess Ormsby. 

Tritomia’s Netherland Carl, No. 16406, a later sire, was 
by Netherland Carl, No. 3279 H. H. B. whose dam Lady Fay 
produced 97 pounds, 5 ounces of milk in one day and 20,412 
pounds in a year, also 22 pounds, 3% ounces of butter in 
seven days.

Johanna Pontiac De Kol, No. 41980, who is by Johanna 
Rue 3d’s Lad and out of Pontiac Echo De Kol, was bred 
by A. A. Cortelyou of Somerville, N. J. He is a half 
brother to Vikina Johanna, who holds the world’s butter 
record for age, producing 39.43 pounds as a 14-year-old She 
is the dam of Segis Fayne Johanna the first 50-lb. cow. He 
is the sire of 23 A. R. O. daughters all of which have pro. 
duced good records. One daughter, Aaltje Salo Netherland 
Pontiac, has a 33-pound record, eight above 25 pounds and 
fifteen above 20 pounds. 

Rust Bros. hold the record for showing their stock at 
the Wisconsin State Fair. Beginning in 1886, they have 
shown every year since without missing a single fair. This 
is undoubtedly a record few breeders of cattle can boast 
of. What is more, they have taken ribbons at every one 
of these fairs. 

{n 1886, Uncle Hicks won first as a three-year-old. In 
1889 Uncle Hicks 6th won first as a two-year-old, Blanden 
5th as a yearling and Duchess Ormsby as a calf. Rusts also 
won first on their herd. In 1894 Schoone, won first and

Hengerveld De Kol Beets, a herd sire bred by Jacob

in the two-year-old class. By winning first in his class he 
has shown that show yard type and production can be 
combined in the same animal. 

Johanna Pontiac De Kol was another example of ex- 
cellent breeding and show yard type combined in the same 
animal. Royally bred, »e won the Senior and Grand Cham- 
pionship for Rust Bros., at the 1915 Wisconsin State Fair. 

Although Rust Bros. cattle have been good enough to 
show at any fair against the best competition, they have 
shown only at the Wisconsin State Fair. The following 
is a summary of their winnings for thirty-four years.

Western Ascalon is one of the best 
producing 3-year-olds in the state of 
Colorado, with a record of 26.25 lbs 
butter in 7 days, made from 554.3 lbs. 
milk. Before her first month on test 
was over, she had raised her milk rec. 
ord to 687.1 lb., although the butter 
fell off slightly from her previous pro- 
duction. During the latter part of her 
30-day test, she passed the 100 Ib. 
mark several different days, and her 
average for the 30 days was 93.3 Ibs. 
milk. She is a show heifer, having 
been awarded grand championship at 
the Western National Stock Show, 
Denver, Colo., when she was only 14 
months of age. She has freshened 
three times before she was 4 years 
old, and in 23 months of continuous 
milking, she has produced, according 
to the private figures of her owner, 
34,440 lbs. milk, testing on the aver- 
age 3.2 per cent fat.

Her dam, Dutch- 
land Hengerveld Ascalon has a year 
record of over 26,000 Ibs. milk, and the 
heifer is herself now in yearly test.

One of the 
number in particular has made a remarkable record in this 
pioneer herd in that during the thirty-five years since her 
purchase, no less than 353 animals, direct descendants 
through the female line, have been registered. The cow 
herself lived to be 19 years of age and dropped nine 
daughters and four sons—making altogether a most re. 
markable example of Holstein longevity and prolificacy 
We are particularly glad to show the picture of this grand 
old matron whose name is Aaltje Salo. Other families 
descending directly from these original cows are the Piebe 
and Ormsby strains, both of which came from Piebe No 
5975. Duchess Ormsby, who was the first cow to bear 
the name of Ormsby was from a daughter of old Piebe 
Thus the type of these original imported heifers was some- 
where near right, and that they have bred on in a gatis- 
factory manner is shown by the record of Piebe Ist at 
the Wisconsin State Fair.

A Christmas Gift from “The Field” 


ry HE most encouraging feature of the Charles E. Cole 
[ scandal in the Holstein breed was the straight- 

forward and fearless attitude of the Holstein- 
Friesian World. The World made no attempt to belittle 
or obscure this matter. It recognized the tremendous 
gravity of the situation. Beset on all sides by the im- 
portunities of their friends, the editors kept their heads. 
They printed no rumors nor hearsay; they did nothing 
that in any way would embarass the officers of the asso- 
ciation. They revealed none of the “inside” facts with 
which they must have been acquainted. The only informa- 
tion given out was what the association officially authorized. 

It was recognized that in this perilous situation a 
sound and wise policy was needed. They formulated 
and published such a policy. It was simply this—Get 
at the facts. Whatever records are found to be fraudulent, 
let them be immediately expunged from the records. “Hew 
to the line and let the chips fall where they may.” 

When Mr. Oliver Cabana, Jr refused to co-operate 
with the Executive Committee in getting at the facts, 
the World criticized him as it should do. Men, who are 
very much financially interested in keeping the records 
now under suspicion on the books, while they doubt- 
less were not in accord with the World’s editorial policy 
arg not but admire the obvious honesty and fearlessness 
of it. 

Breed papers, as a rule, seem to have no proper con- 
ception of one of their essential functions—which is 
leadership—and this fact has robbed them of a great 
deal of interest and vitality. Any publication which ad- 
ministers praise indiscriminately to the sheep and the 
goats is not only obviously insincere, but is largely with- 
out influence. This policy may be better from the 
standpoint of the business office, but we doubt it. It 
certainly shirks the paper’s responsibility to its readers. 
For this responsibility does not end with the dessemina- 
tion of information. A good breed paper should go 
further. It should advise truthfully the men whom it is 
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serve and guide soundly the destinies of the 
hich it is dedicated.

The Abortion Session at Chicago 


ACH year the leading livestock sanitarians of the 
E country meet at Chicago and devote considerable 

time to a discussion of the proper terminology to use 
in defining or describing what cattle men have been wont 
to call Contagious Abortion. We realize that it is prob- 
ably injudicious for a layman to mix up in the discussion, 
as we shall probably end by. offending not only those vet- 
rinarians who believe that Contagious Abortion is a 
disease, and those who maintain that it is im- 
proper and misleading to refer to it in that way for the 
reason that they have demonstrated to their own satis- 
faction that a series of maladies including sterility, calf- 
scours, mammitis, etc., are caused by the same germ, and 
are fundamentally of the same nature. Stripped of the ver- 
posity and personal feeling apparent in the discussion at 
the recent meeting of the Sanitary Association, the propo- 
sition gets down to a single fundamental on which all 
seem to agree—a common sense application of the prin. 
ciples of sanitation in the care of the herd is the best in- 
surance against disaster that we have at present. The 
cattle owner is not especially concerned about the termin- 
ology that the veterinarians employ in talking to each 
other about this subject. What they want is light and 
guidance in protecting their herds from the loss of calves 
through premature birth and scours, and the impairment 
of efficiency of their herds through failure to reproduce 
regularly. When our veterinarians get into a frame of 
mind where they can concentrate their study and research 
on the real problem, we believe they should be able to re- 
cord greater progress in relieving the conditions that exis! 
and that are annually taking such a heavy toll from our 
breeding herds. 

In this connection we would like to call attention again 
to an old truth that deserves greater prominence than it 
has received. We refer to the fact that our breeders them- 
selves could do much to save themselves as well as the 
industry loss through the ravages of disease if they would 
pay more attention to breeding strength and constitution i*:- 
to their animals. Too much pampering and crowding for 
generation after generation in connection with too little 
attention to strength of constitution is bound to mean 
lowering of resistance, and hence a condition receptive 
to tuberculosis, sterility, abortion, etc. Keep this fact 
always in mind in your breeding operations, and you will 
find it much easier to maintain a disease-free herd, and 
one that will be profitable to you. 
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New Long Time Classifications 


ISCUSSIONS of the problems of breeders as they 
D have appeared from time to time in the World have 

resulted very often in suggestions that have had a 
great influence in the development of the breed. The pres- 
ent discussion upon the short and long time records 
no exception despite what a few breeders have believed 
respecting the inadvisability of bringing up the subject at 
this time. 

One particular suggestion that has been made comes 
from a correspondent whose letter appears in the World 
of December 6th on page 32. The suggestion is offered 
by Earl D. Upton, manager of Dutchland Farms in Mass- 
achusetts, that the Association recognize new classes in 
the semi-official division based upon the number of times 
that the animals are fed and milked. Very naturally since 
the 305-day test has come into popular favor as the logical 
semi-official test with those who desire to build better the 
breed by obtaining production records and calves at the 
same time. Mr. Upton has suggested that the 305-day test 
be used and that it be divided into classes A, B & C. Each 
class would be subdivided as usual according to ages and 
class A would include the animals milked and fed four 
times daily, class B those milked and fed three times daily 
and class C those fed and milked twice daily. The sugges- 
tion includes a provision that the prize money appor- 
tioned for this type of record be divided equally among 
the three classes. 

The World believes that we have here the nucleus for 
a new classification. We have hitherto looked upon the 
short-time record, as Mr. Upton very clearly points out, 
as the kindergarten for those who undertake to test their 
cows for production. And while the World would dislike 
very much to see the breed discontinue the short-time test-

ing, it realizes as does every student of conditions and 
every well-wisher of the breed that a more complete 
measure of a cow’s productive ability is the coming neces- 
sity. Some such new classification would remove some of 
the strongest arguments against the long time test from 
the standpoint of the man who milks his own cows, and 
might work out in establishing it on a par with the short- 
time record as a kindergarten for beginners in the estab- 
lishment of production records. Of course, class A is very 
largely. the present 305-day test as it is interpreted by 
Superintendent Gardner; classes B and C are less strenu- 
ous tests. The average breeder will be more keen to under- 
take these tests because they do not involve the applica- 
tion that is necessary for the conducting of a four-time-per- 
day record. At the same time they furnish a fairly accu- 
rate measure of the productive ability of a cow. They would 
perform, with official recognition, the functions of the pres- 
ent cow testing association and from the success these 
organizations have enjoyed and the amount of interest 
breeders and dairymen have taken in them, we realize that 
they have been an important factor in up-building the pro- 
duction of our dairy herds. 

Let us examine for a moment one or two of the re- 
sults that might be expected from the establishment of 
such classes as B and C under a proposed system of this 
sort. For those who wish to purchase such records would 
be first of all an indication of a cow’s productive ability 
under a system that would insure reasonably accurate 
and special records; secondly it would give an opportunity 
for breeders to obtain more money for the better produc- 
ing animals based upon a knowledge of what they actually 
can do, rather than upon an estimate secured from herd 
records that are necessarily more or less inaccurate; third 
the expense of conducting such a record would be natur- 
ally lessened and the returns from the herd, since more 
animals would probably be tested under such conditions, 
would be materially increased. There are many other 
points in favor of the establishment of such classifications 
that will readily appear upon a study of the situation. 

The World recommends that those who have the inter- 
est of the breed at heart give this subject careful consider- 
ation. We would suggest that President Aitken appoint an 
informal committee of breeders to study this suggestion 
carefully and issue a public report thereon. In making 
their recommendations for specific regulations it would of 
course be necessary for the committee to take into the 
account the fact that a cow might be run in short time 
strictly official test for 7 days or a month, being milked 
four times a day, and would have to be let down gradually 
to two-time or three-time a day milking. In the case of 
any good cow that might be entered for class C to be 
milked twice a day only, she would have to be milked dur- 
ing the flush of production, at least three times a day 
for the good of the cow herself. The whole problem re- 
solves itself into making the classification of such a nature 
that it will be of the greatest practical service to our 
breeders, and we believe it is entirely possible to work out 
a set of regulations which will allow sufficient latitude to 
make them workable and at the same time fulfil the pur- 
pose of the suggested reclassification. Now is the time 
to begin such an investigation if we are to take any action 
upon the matter at the next annual meeting. If a com- 
mittee appointed by our president should report favorably 
upon such a suggestion, an amendment to our rules for 
Advanced Registry could be considered next June.

OHIO HOLSTEIN BREEDERS ORGANIZED 


Editor’s Note: The following report on the results of the 
intensive drive for membership and reorganization of the State 
Holstein Association in Ohio was prepared by R. C. Pollock of 
the Extension Department of the National Association. In 
making this report, we feel that Mr. Pollock is inclined to be 
overly modest, and as we have had opportunity to observe him 
in action in both the Ohio and the Wisconsin campaigns, we 
feel constrained to say a little concerning his work that he has 
not felt like saying for himself. In the first place, Pollock has 
been the driving force back of this movement. To him should 
go the credit for initiating this plan of intensive work in cover- 
ing a state completely for organization purposes. The results 
in Ohio and Wisconsin indicate that this is one of the biggest 
ideas that was ever taken up by the National Association and 
should have a tremendous influence in the development of the 
industry in the future. During the Ohio campaign Mr. Pollock 
was ably assisted by President Aitken and Professor Erf. 


Ohio is the fourth state completing a state Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders Association with sufficient membership 
and funds to employ a full-time salaried secretary who 
will devote his entire time to the interests of owners of 
pure bred and grade Holstein cattle, Iowa, Minnesota aad 
Illinois employ such secretaries at the present time. 

About the first of September the National Association 
sent out a questionnaire to the breeders of Ohio regarding 
the desire and necessity of state organization and in each 
case the sentiment was favorable for the employment of a 
permanent secretary. With this attitude prevailing a meet- 
ing of the directors of the old association, consisting of 
Peter Small, James A. Reynolds, H. B. Gooding, L. E. Con- 
nell, G. W. Warner and Paul McNish, was called and a 
series of twenty-five meetings was scheduled under the 
auspices of the National Association, with R. C. Pollock 
of the extension service in direct charge of the work. it 
was figured that these meetings would reach about sixty 
per cent. of the breeders in the state. The outstanding 
question at the meeting of the directors was—What shail 
the fee for membership be? $25., $10. or $5? After some 
discussion it was decided that an $8,000 budget could be 
most easily secured at a $25. membership fee, but it was 
agreed that a $5.00 fee would not prevent a single owner 





of the black and whites from joining the state associatioii, 
and in view of this fact the funds for promoting this worthy 
enterprise have been raised entirely through a five dollar 
fee. 

After explaining the purpose and plan of organization 
at each of the meetings, about ten minutes were devoted 
to questions and discussion, and as a result numerous 
points of interest were brought out. For instance at the 
second meeting Peter Small mentioned the fact that he 
had driven four days the previous week with four men from 
Pennsylvania who were in search of fifteen carloads of 
pure bred cattle, and were unable to find the cattle for sale. 
At the meeting the following day two men mentioned the 
fact that they had thirty-three head of pure bred cows for 
sale. On investigation it was found that Mr. Small had 
been within fifteen miles of the thirty-three head, but knew 
nothing about them. At another meeting a _ Holstein 
breeder mentioned the fact that he had eleven head of 
pure bred registered cows which he expected to sell, and 
on investigation it was found that he was asking about 
one-fourth the value of these cattle simply because of the 
fact that he had not kept in touch with the value of pure 
bred cows. 

At four meetings groups of breeders were interviewed 
who were interested in forming bull clubs, with the idea of 
purchasing the best bred bulls available. The stumbling 
block in the purchase of such bulls was the fact that these 
breeders did not know where to locate the same, and had 
no source of information as to where the desired animals 
might be secured. 

At another meeting one breeder mentioned the fact 
that he had vealed a number of good bulls simply because 
of no market. When asked if he had advertised he re- 
plied that he had thought of it but had simply neglected it, 
and at a meeting on the following day a buyer from 
Louisiana stated that the south is in the market for 
hundreds of pure bred bulls, but ias no source of informa- 
tion, except through advertising. 

At several meetings men who are milking grade cows 
and desire to go into the pure bred business stated that 
the State Association would be a great asset as a source 
of information regarding pedigrees and values. 

All of the points mentioned and numerous others in- 
dicate the need of state organization and a paid secretary 
who will render assistance to the pure bred and grade men 
alike. In fact when those present were informed that the 
state secretary would render such assistance it was simply 
a form of giving the black and white men a chance to join 
the organization. 

Previous to starting the membership campaign it was 
estimated that at least seventy-five per cent of the Holstein

And the Accredited Herd as the 
Honest Medium for Tuberculin 
Testing

In the past, Susquehanna County, 
Penn. was rarely heard from and few 
people considered it a dairy county. 
Today Susquehanna County ranks as 
the leading dairy county in Pennsyl- 
vania, having a greater number of 
registered Holsteins than any other 
county, more cow testing associations, 
than any other county in the east, and 
with a higher average per cow than 
in any other county in Pennsylvania. 
The average yield per cow in our cow 
testing association, is well over 6,000 
Ibs. of milk, including all breeds, while 
the average of all the Holstein herds 
is over 7,000 Ibs. milk. 

We have realized that the only way 
we can increase our production is by 
the use of better sires. We have now 
in Susquehanna County organized six 
bull associations, embracing the use 
of twenty-four high class bulls, repre- 
senting one hundred different breed- 
ers. It became a necessity for we 
noticed that many farmers would start 
in pure bred stock and wouldn’t get 
anywhere because he failed to appre- 
ciate the value of a good bull, he 
would breed backwards instead of 
forward. The organization of these 
bull associations has recently changed 
conditions. The men are now appre- 
ciating the value of a good bull. 

Two years ago it was difficult to in- 
duce the small breeder to join the bull 
association and get access to a $1,- 
500.00 bull where formerly he only 
used any bull with registry 
papers. Let me_ illustrate’ this 
by giving the example of the Ist. 
Susquehanna County Bull Assn. lo- 
cated at So. Gibson, Penn. To those 
who are not familiar with the bull as- 
sociation: in brief, it consists of the 
organization of three to five neighbor- 
ing breeders to form one block in a 
bull association. The association con- 
sists of four blocks, each block has the 
use of a bull for two years at the end 
of the 2 years the bull is passed to the 
next block, so for one investment the 
breeders get the use of the four sires 
for eight years. 

The So. Gibson Bull Assn. has twen- 
ty members with four bulls, four sons 
‘of King Segis Pontiac Konigen from 
yearly record dams chiefly Colantha 
Johanna Lad daughters. These bulls 
are excellent individuals and from 
yearly record dams. The average price 
of these bulls was $1,200.00 apiece. 
This being just about half price what 
Mr. Field asked for the bulls, but he 
could readily see the value of such 
advertising and we purchased the 
bulls at a big discount, also we have 
been offered twice as much for one 
of the bulls than we paid for the four 
of them, also we are practicing line 
breeding not inbreeding (we believe 
line breeding is the only way to rapid 
development). 

What has resulted at the end of the 
first year in this association, two 
years ago these twenty breeders 
owned eighteen bulls, one  hun- 
dred twenty registered animals 
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and two hundred. eighty grades, 
today they own four bulls, three 
hundred (fifty registered animals 
and fifty grades, simply because we 
had in our by-laws that a man couldn’t

breed grade cows to the association 
bulls. 

You wonder how it is working out, 
it is working out fine. The bulls are 
handled more and soon are broke to 
leading, during the breeding season 
the bull can be broke to leading rather 
than leading all the cows, besides the 
exercise is necessary for the bull. We 
haven’t had any trouble with abortion 
because we disinfect the bulls before 
and after service, and if a man has a 
case of it he is honest with himself 
and the other breeders to not breed 
such a cow. The breeders are each 
raising a young bull for their young 
heifers and then dispose of them. 

Susquehanna County has six buil 
associations, five Holsteins and one 
Guersney. One of our young Guernsey 
bulls was recently shown at the Na- 
tional Dairy show and won 38rd prize 
in a class of nine. 

In organizing these bull associations 
we have been going after milk produc- 
tion and individuality, buying bulls 
from young cows, some of the records 
completed after we bought the bulls 
are Segis Pontiac Dewdrop, world’s 
record eight months after calving. 

K. S. P. Clara, 31-lb. four-year-old 
record, 30.95 and 630 lb. milk on a 
daughter of King Pontiac Konigen. 
We have recently purchased two 
young bulls whose dams, Dutchland 
Colantha Welcome Lady, who is com- 
pleting a 3-year-old record of 22,000 Ib. 
milk and Princess Concordia Pontiac 
2nd, a 20 Ib., 500 lb. milk, 7 day, two- 
year-old and in 305 days will complete 
18,000 lb. milk. The latter two bulls 
are shown here at six months of age. 

In addition to organizing bull as- 
sociations we are cooperating with the 
breeders to get rid of all the grade 
bulls in the county. We are saving all 
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the bull calves from our 
bulls and selling them to the oe 
grade bulls at their own price. At the 
annual meeting of the Farm Bureay 
Nov. 21st, we held 3 
’ a bull sale, twenty- 
five young bulls were sold aver 
$50.00 and practically every one went 
toa man with a scrub bull. We expect 
to get Tid of the scrub bulls in two 
years time. 

Tuberculosis is one of the mo 
things that we are facing er — 
ing the past week, H. W. Jeffers head 
of Walker Gordon Farms at Plains. 
boro said, at the Farmers Institutes in 
the county. “That Susquehanna Coun- 
ty is freer from desease than any 
other place where he has purchased 
cattle, and he will continue to replen- 
ish his farms with Susquehanna Co. 
cows as long as this condition exists,” 

We have tuberculosis here ag in 
every place, but if we are going to 
stay in the business we've got to get 
rid of it. Pennsylvania has been the 
dumping ground for much. of 
York State’s tubercular cattle 
by the employment of _illictt 
testing, that today in Susque 
hanna County if at a sale the fact is 
made known that a cow come from 
York State, you almost have to give 
the cow away. This shouldn’t be the 
case, we still have some honest men 
in the Holstein business but we’ve got 
to get rid of the dishonest ones. 

The accredited herd and the county 
Bang Farm under state supervision is 
the only solution. An example of the 
above statement is well illustrated by 
one of our breeders going to a disper- 
sal sale in York state in May, he 
bought two cows there, one a thirty 
pound cow, he put them in his herd, 
and in August he received his first 
test in the accredited herd. The two 
York state cows tested out, his whole 
herd of fifty animals went through al- 
right, we have many other examples, 
why can’t we have legislation to pre- 
vent any private veterinarian making 
a tuberculin test. Federal supervision 
with sixty day retest unless from an 
accredited herd will soon bring all 
honest breeders to the front, the dis- 
honest ones will soon drop by the 
wayside. 

Susquehanna county breeders are 
going to start a Bang farm, inasmuch 
as the herds are not large enough to 
warrant having individual Bang farms. 
All animals that are worth saving will 
be kept, we’ll raise clean animals we 
won’t need to deal, our bulls will give 
us the breeding and we’re going to 
clean up tuberculosis while the clean- 
ing is good. 

If we could only get the state offi- 
cials to take care of the tubercular 
cattle instead of paying indemnities 
we would get somewhere in the eradi- 
cation of tuberculosis. 

During the past year the Farm Bu- 
reau has assisted the breeders in the 
sale of $60,000 worth of registered 
livestock to other breeders of the 
State through the medium of the other 
Farm Bureaus of the State. Below is a 
cut showing a few of Susquehanna 
County cows, daughters of Walker 
Korndyke Copia, owned by F. F. Res- 
seguie, Pres. of the So. Gibson Bull 
Assn. -

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King Segis Pontiac Count---‘“The Marvel of All Sires”’

N MAKING the above statement we 
realize that it is a comparatively easy 
thing to coin a descriptive slogan, but 
it is sometimes an entirely different 
matter to produce the facts to 
bear it out. And that is the purpose 
of this brief sketch. We are going to 
confine our efforts to a presentation 
of the facts in regard to the achievements of King 
Segis Pontiac Count and we are going to ask judg- 
ment on that basis alone, letting him stand abso- 
lutely on his own record.* 


The great outstanding thing about the work of 
the daughters cf King Segis Pontiac Count is their 
versatility—shining with equal brilliancy whether 
you consider milk records or butter records, and 
whether you are looking at the short-time or the 
long time test. hat fact alone would distinguish 
King Segis Pontiac Count from all of the other fore- 
most sires in the history of the breed, some of them 
being distinguished for one thing, some for another, 
with but very few of them ever standing even close 
tothe tonmost pinnacles in all of these respects. It is 
this consistencv and versatilitv in connection with 
the sensational work of his daughters that makes 
it nossible to claim for King Segis Pontiac Count the 
distineuished honor of having as manv world’s record 
daughters in the regular prize division as any two 
other sires of the breed combined: that gives him 
the honor in the four short vears that his daugh- 
ters have been comneting in the prize list of having 
more first prize winners than any other sire has ever 
had in his entire lifetime: of having more daughters 
with records above 20.000 Ibs. milk in a year than 
any other sire of the breed: of having more heifers 
under full age with vear records above 800 Ibs. butter 
than any other sire that ever lived: and of the 
highest average for his entire list of daughters for 
either milk or butter in the long time test and for 
milk in the short time test among sires with lists that 
are at all comparable in length. These are just a 
few of the premises wpon which we are going to 
base our claims for King Segis Pontiac Count and 
we are going to present the actual figures showing 
his achievements in comparison with the work of his 
closest rivals—for all achievement in the breeding 
world is comparative. King Segis Pontiac Count has 
simply taken the lead in establishing new standards 
as a basis for judging the possibilities in sound, nor- 
mal Holstein production. 


We will consider first the work of some of the 
leading sires as shown by the prize lists of the Hol-

stein-Friesian Association. These figures in the case 
of some of the older sires are not exactly comparable 
when you consider the amount of money won as the 
classification has been changed somewhat during 
recent years. However with the addition of prizes 
for milk production the amount awarded for butter 
was decreased, so that while a sire now has oppor- 
tunity to win in more different classes, it is neces- 
sary for him to win more places to equal the prize 
money of the earlier days. Table I, following. pre- 
sents the seven leading sires of the breed in the 
matter of Association prizes for official records.

In considering the work of King Segis Pontiac 
Count, as shown by the above table, it must be borne 
in mind that his total of over $1,300 represents but 
four year’s work with but a few of his daughters 
freshening during the first of these four years.. Of 
the sires that have exceeded his total, King of the 
Pontiacs represents ten consecutive years: Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes seven consecutive years: 
Hengerveld De Kol nine consecutive vears: while 
Pontiac Korndvke breaks all records for long distance 
achievement in this line by having daughters in 
the prize lists for fourteen consecutive vears—then 
coming back after a skin of one year with another 
winner--sixteen years after his first daughter broke 
into the list. 


When vou comnare the four years of King Segis 
Pontiac Count, renresenting his entire life to date. 
with any four consecutive years in the life of any 
of the other sires that have stood at the ton. we 
find a different ranking from that shown in Table T. 
Rv Table TI. following, it will be seen that King Segis 
Pontiac Count in his four vears which represent his 
entire work to date and which allow him no onnor- 
tunitv for selection or elimination, ranks substantiallv 
ahead of the work of any other sire that ever lived, 
through a period of four consecutive vears. King 
of the Pontiacs is his nearest rival, Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes following closely in third place, 
while Hengerveld De Kol is a good fourth—these four 
sires being the only ones that can show a total above 
$1,000 for the four years.

While we are on the subject of prize lists, let 
us look into the question of the number of times that 
the daughters of the leading sires have won first 
piaces. in the Table following, do not lose sight of 
the fact that King Segis Pontiac Count with his 
twenty-six first prizes won by his daughters, has 
performed this feat during a period of four years 
only while Hengerveld De Kol, his nearest competi- 
tor, covers a period of nine years; while King of the 
Pontiacs, in third place covers ten years to date; and 
so on down the list. The shortest period of any of 
the others is seven, for Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merce-

An interesting fact in connection with these 
twenty-six first prizes won by the daughters of 
Count is that thirteen of ‘them were won in tne short- 
time test, and thirteen in 1iong-time test, an equal 
division.

‘These figures illus- 
trate very cleariy what we meant when we spoke of 
the versatuity of these daugnters ot Count.

by a comvination of tne blood of four of these sires, 
iS entitied to recognition today in just as great a 
measure as these oid time Sires received in their day. 
in olner words, by comparing the achievements of 
King Segis rontiac Count witn those of the epoch- 
Making sires Of other days, we hope to impress up- 
on the minds of the pubuic the fact that here is an- 
other sire of the sort that is produced but once or 
twice in a generation. 


LONG TIME RECORDS FOR COUNT’S 
DAUGHTERS 


We will now consider in some detail the work of 
the daugnters of King Segis Fontiac Count, dealing 
in the ugures of their production rather than in the 
comparative estimate of the prize ust. For con- 
venience we wii Consider separately their work in 
1onhg and snort time test, and wiil take up first the 
long-time work. ‘Lnus tar twelve daughters or King 
dbegis fontiac Count have compu.etead semi-otticiai 
year records, altnough at this writing eight more 
are Wels along on year test with prospects tor work 
that 1S proportionately in the same ciass with that 
which is already completed. The tweive tnat have 
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finished show an average of 963.66 lbs. butter, 22,- 
583.88 lbs. milk in a year at an average age of 3 
years 5 months. Elsewhere in connection with this 
story will appear a complete list of these daughters 
and it will be noted that every one of the twelve 
exceeded 800 lbs. butter, and that ten of the twelve 
produced over 20,000 lbs. milk, the two 3-year-olds 
that failed to reach this mark being well above the 
19,000 lb. mark. Perhaps the most sensational fea- 
ture of the work of King Segis Pontiac Count is that, 
with only twelve daughters tested, their average age 
being less than 34 years, and with only one mature 
cow in the lot, and two 4-yr.-olds, the rest being 2 
and 3-year- -old heifers—he can claim to his credit 
ten daughters with records above 20,000 lbs. milk ina 
year. This is a greater total than any other sire of 
the breed can claim to his credit, regardless of the 
number of daughters tested or their ages. 

In Table IV, foilowing, we present a list of all the 
sires of the breed with a half dozen daughters, or 
more, that have produced either 20,000 lbs. milk 
or 800 lbs. butter in a year.

Segis Pontiac Count ranks first for 20,000-lb. daugh- 
ters, having in fact as many daughters under fuil 
age with 20,000-1b. records as any other sire can 
boast daughters—a total of nine. in respect to 800 
lb. daughters Ccint ranks third—the two sires 
Standing above iim, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
and King of the Pontiacs, each having nearity three 
times as many daughters tested, while his own list 
includes every daugnter that has thus far completed 
a year record. 

in a recent paper published in the Holstein- 
Friesian World, was a very interesting series of 
comparisons by Prof. R. K. Hunt of Virginia. In 
this computation the year records of the daughters 
of all the leading sires were adjusted to the full-age 
basis by increasing the actual figures in the same 
proportion as the age requirements increase. In 
this way it was found that King Segis Pontiac Count 
had four daughters with the equivalent of better 
than 1,000 ibs. of fat, his nearest competitor having 
three and the next nearest two. -These figures how- 
ever were based on the records in Vol. z¥. Brought 
up to date we find Count has five daughters witn the 
equivaient of more than 1,000 ibs. of tat at full ag®. 
Two other sires now have three each, and a tew 
others two each. This shows in a very readily com- 
prehensibie manner the marvelous nature of the 
work of these daughters of Count. 

Elsewhere we present a complete list of the rec- 
ords that have been broken in year test by the 
daughters of King Segis Pontiac Count but they 
are so remarkable that we wish to cali particular 
attention to some of these performances. The first 
daughter of King Segis Pontiac Count to complete 
a year record was the junior z-year-oid, Jewel son- 
tiac Segis. She was the second daughter of Count 
to make over 28 ibs. in 7 days as a z-year-oid, and, 
as will be mentioned later, has broken a number 
of world’s records tor miik and butter production 
early in the iactation period. Hight months after 
calving she broke the worid’s record for heifers of 
her age for both miik and butter, with a production 
of 22.16 lbs. butter, 465.4 lbs. milk. The milk rec- 
ord has since been surpassed by another heifer but 
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the butter record 
still stands as a 
world’s record in her 
class, her figures for 
the year being 1,004.- 
25 lbs. butter, 21,- 
891.8 lbs. milk. This 
gave her first prize 
for butter for the 
year and second for 
milk—the butter rec- 
ord at that time be- 
ing the second largest 
ever made by a 
junior two-year-old. 
The next year this 
same heifer came 
back as a senior 3- 
year-old with the 
world’s milk record for both seven and thirty days, 
as will be mentioned later, and this time she suc- 
ceeded in breaking the world’s record for her class, 
in the yearly division, for both milk and butter, her 
final figures for the year being 1,171.15 lbs. butter, 
27,068.2 Ibs. milk. The butter record still stands as 
the world’s record in her class although the milk 
record has since been exceeded slightly by another 
senior 3-year-old, which however does not approach 
the production of Jewel Pontiac Segis for butter. 
Jewel is therefore the youngest heifer of the breed 
to have two records 1,000 lbs. butter, in fact, she is 
the only 1,000-lb. 2-year-old that ever came back with 
a larger record at a later freshening. Her two rec- 
ords at an average age of exactly 3 years average 
1,087.7 lbs. butter, 24,480.65 lbs. milk. But one other 
heifer of the breed at so young an age as these two 
records average, can equal these average figures 
= both milk and butter with even one year rec- 
ord. 

The second daughter of Count to make an ex- 
tremely high year record was Beauty Girl Pontiac 
Segis, who won fame in her 2-year-old form by 
breaking the world’s record in both the 7 and 30- 
day divisions for butter production. She came back 
with her wonderful 37-lb. junior 3-year-old record 
and followed that up with figures for the year that 
placed her near the top—1,112.91 pounds butter, 24,- 
924.7 pounds milk, a showing which until recently 
gave her the world’s record for milk and butter com- 
bined. That is to say, her relative position among the 
other heifers in her class for milk and butter produc- 
tion, gave a smaller total than could be obtained by 
adding the ranking of any other heifer in the junior 
3-year-old class. Still another 3-year-old, Floa 

*Walker Pontiac Segis, made a _ record above 
1,000 pounds butter, and 20,000 pounds milk, and 
a third 38-year-old fell short but a few pounds 
of the 1,000-pound mark for butter, and _ the 
20,000-pound mark for milk. The second year wit- 
nessed the breaking of the world’s milk record in the 
junior 2-year-old class by another one of the daugh- 
ters of Count, Johanna Deen Segis Pontiac by name. 
She started out with a record of over 26 pounds in 
7 days and finished her year with 971.37 pounds but- 
ter, 22,937.2 pounds milk, which performance gives 
her first place and the world’s championship to date 
by a comfortable margin. Perhaps the most sen- 
sational record of all is that of the first-calf senior 
Z-year-old, Beauty Beets Walker Segis, who fresh- 
ened at the age of 2 years, 8 months, started her 
production with 28.50 pounds butter, 592.8 pounds 
milk in 7 days and who carried through her mar- 
velous production to the end of the year, finishing 
with 1,040.64 pounds butter, 25,343.38 pounds milk— 
both of which were world’s records at the time. The 
butter record has since been exceeded but the milk 
record still stands as the world’s record for heifers 
under 3 years of age. 

Thus we find among the first daughters of King 
Segis Pontiac Count to finish year records, new 
World’s Champion for milk production in the junior 
2-year-old, senior 3-year-old and senior 2-year-old 
classes, and for butter production in the senior 2- 
year-old and senior 3-year-old classes. We find him 
credited with three first-calf 2-year-old records above 
21,800 pounds milk which is 25 per cent of the 
entire list of 2-year-olds that have produced above 
this figure. But one other sire of the breed has 
more 2-year-old daughters above 20,000 pounds milk 


and but one other sire of the breed has more than 
one daughter above 21,000 pounds milk. In addition 
to King Segis Pontiac Count there are but five 
other sires having as.many as two daughters above 
20,000 pounds, these being King Pontiac Champion, 
King Walker, Sir Johanna Piebe, Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad and Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, the 
last named of which, it is worthy of note, is an- 
other one of the herd sires at Arden Farms. Of the 
eight 2-year-olds that have produced above 1,000 
pounds butter in a year, King Segis Pontiac Count 
is sire of two of them, or one-fourth of the entire 
number. No other sire has more than one in this 
exclusive 1,000-pound class; no other sire has three 
Z-year-old daughters averaging over 1,000 pounds 
butter, and no other sire can make more than a 
beginning on his showing of five records on four 
of his daughters above 1,000 pounds as 2 and 3-year- 
old heifers. The eleven daughters of King Segis 
Pontiac Count that have made year records in heifer 
form—that is under 5 years of age—show an average 
production of 974 pounds butter, 22,686.67 pounds 
milk. No other sire of the breed has eleven daugh- 
ters under full age that can equal this average 
for both milk and butter at so young an average 
age—3 years and 4 months. In this connection it 
should be noticed that while the daughters included 
in the figures of King Segis Pontiac Count com- 
prise his entire list that have freshened, his com- 
petitors have the privilege of selecting the eleven 
highest out of their entire number that have com- 
pleted year records, thus being able to eliminate 
the lower producing daughters.

It is the policy at Arden Farms to run as many 
of these daughters of Count as they possibly can for 
the full year and they do not intend to stop with 
a single year but expect to make lifetime records 
on just as many of them as possible. It seems rea- 
sonable to suppose therefore that, marvelous as the 
work of the daughters of Count Las been in the 
past, it is but a beginning on what may be con- 
fidently expected of them in the years to come. 


THEIR WORK IN SHORT-TIME TEST 


The work of the daughters of King Segis Pontiac 
Count in short-time test may perhaps best be summed 
up in the single statement, that they show a higher 
average for milk for the entire list than the daugh- 
ters of any other sire with even a comparable num- 
ber regarding all, and a higher mark for butter, all 
considered. His entire list of twenty-nine daugh- 
ters thus far tested in the short-time division shows 
the unheard of average of 25.27 pounds butter, 536.1 
pounds milk in seven days, at an average age of 
three years, five months. This average is even more 
remarkable when compared with the average of the 
records of the dams of these daughters. One is from 
an untested dam, but the other 28 dams have rec- 
ords at an average age of 3% years that average 
20.93 lbs. butter from 464.4 lbs. milk, over 4 lbs. but- 
ter and nearly 72 lbs. milk less than the average 
of their daughters by King Segis Pontiac Count. Of 
this number six have records ranging from 31 to over 
37 pounds; four of them as first-calf two-year-olds 
have made better than 28 pounds, while seven, or 
practically one-quarter of the entire list, made over 
26 pounds as first-calf two-year-olds. Fourteen, or 
practically one-half, have bettered the 20-pound 
mark at first freshening— nearly all of them as ju- 
nior two-year-olds or yearlings. Remarkable as this 
showing is, it is the average for the entire list that 
stands out as really the marvelous performance. 
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There are plenty of sires that have a number of 
good daughters but in the last analysis it is the 
average of what all of his get will accomplish that 
determines the real value of a sire to the breed. 
It may occur to some to wonder why it is that King 
Segis Pontiac Count has such a comparatively short 
list of daughters. In justice to the bull it should be 
stated that after siring two crops of calves he 
became afflicted with a malady of such a nature 
that he had to be retired absolutely from service, 
only recovering in fact during the past season. The 
calves are now coming along again in considerable 
numbers and he is now in heavy service, nearly one 
hundred cows having been thus far successfully bred 
since he returned. The daughters thus far tested 
therefore represent only his first two seasons as a 
young sire and we are reliably informed that every 
daughter that has freshened at Arden Farms has 
been tested and her record reported and included 
in the above average figures. The complete list of 
the daughters of King Segis Pontiac Count is worthy 
of a great deal of study as it reflects in a remarkable 
manner his prepotency and makes it clear how it is 
possible to show such an average for the entire 
list. We find by leoking the list over that two of 
his daughters as three-year-olds have each produced 
over 700 pounds of milk a week; that three of his 
daughters, four years old or under, have each pro- 
duced above 700 pounds; that six of his daughters, 
all under full age, have produced better than 650 
pounds in seven days, none of which statements 
can be applied to any other sire of the breed. He is 
the only sire having six two-year-old daughters milk- 
ing over 500 pounds in seven days, and is the only 
bull of the breed having four two-year-old daugh- 
ters producing above 28 pounds of butter in seven 
days, or seven two-year-olds above 26 pounds. His 
highest milk producing daughter in the short-time 
division, Lola Pontiac Segis, is the American Cham- 
pion milk producer for both seven and thirty days 
in the junior four-year-old class, being equalled by 
no other heifer in the United States. She has just 
completed her third 32-lb. record as a five-year-old. 
Her three best records to date averaging 33.10 Ib. 
butter from 677 Ib. milk. 

His second highest producing daughter, Jewel 
Pontiac Segis, holds the world’s milk record for the 
senior three-year-old class, in addition to the honors 
she won in year test previously mentioned. Two of 
his 28-pound junior two-year-olds came back with 
35 and 37 pounds respectively as three-year-olds 
which showing has never been duplicated by two 
daughters of any other sire. Of these two heifers, 
one Jewel Pontiac Segis has been described at some 
length, as is also the case with Beauty Girl Pontiac 
Segis, the other one of the pair. It may be men- 
tioned further in regard to the latter heifer that with 
her 35-pound record as a four-year-old she has hung 
up a world’s record for three seven-day records com- 
pleted under full age, three records, averaging 33.76 
pounds of butter. Among the other special honors 
won by daughters of Count may be mentioned for 
vewel Pontiac Segis world’s record for the junior 
two-year-old class for both milk and butter in sixty- 
and ninety-day test; and a world’s record average for 
milk production in the seven and thirty-day division 
for a heifer at her first and second freshening. 

One of the most remarkable things in connec- 
tion with the work of King Segis Pontiac Count 
seems the marvelous consistency of his daughters 
from the very beginning, as the foliowing records will 
show. According to Vol. 27 of the Blue Book, which 
is the first in which King Segis Pontiac Count is 
listed as a sire of tested daughters, he has eleven 
in the list whose records average 20.96 pounds of 
butter, 422.74 pounds of milk in seven days at an 
average age of two years, one month. Six of the 
eleven have records ranging from 20 to 28.56 pounds 
as junior two-year-olds, and two were above 23 
pounds. The next year in Vol. 28, we find his list 
increased to 22 A. R. O. daughters and their average 
production at an average age of two years, five 
months had increased to 22.58 pounds butter, 448.75 
pounds milk. Eleven, or half of the number had 
crossed the 20-pound mark, six being above 26 pounds 
and three exceeding 28 pounds. Altogether he had 
twelve daughters above 20 pounds and three with 


three-year-old records ranging from 32 to over 36 
pounds. Incidentally King Segis Pontiac Count blos- 
somed forth that year as the leading money-winning 
sire of the breed, an honor which he duplicated the 
following year, where in Vol. 29 we i.nd his list in- 
creased to twenty-nine, with an average production 
of 23.22 pounds butter, 481.25 pounds milk in seven 
days at an average age of two years, ten months, 
These twenty-nine daughters included four three- 
year-olds with records of 32 to over 37 pounds, four- 
teen two-year-olds above 20 pounds, seven of the 
number above 26 pounds and four above 28 Ibs. ,Al- 
together his list included twenty-one of the twenty- 
nine daughters with records above 20 pounds. If this 
is not a logical leading-up to his present average of 
25.27 pounds butter, 536.1 pounds milk at an average 
age of three years, five months, we will have to be 
shown. It will be noticed that no new daughters 
were tested during the past year, as the entire total 
of twenty-nine sired by him, before he was involun- 
tarily retired, had been placed in the Advanced 
Register during the preceding year, 1917-18. As these 
daughters advance toward maturity, what new 
heights of Holstein achievement may we not con- 
fidently look for from them? 


BLOOD WILL TELL 

Sires like King Segis Pontiac Count do not just 
happen, they are practically always the result of 
the most painstaking and careful efforts upon the 
part of some skillful breeder who has been able to 
combine just exactly the right nick in breeding. 'They 
may not know exactly how to get it nor why some 
particular combination excells some other, but in 
practically every case of a really great sire, we 
find back of him a breeder who has been working 
for a definite aim and ideal. Theoretically it might 
be expected that the combining of the blood of two 
world’s champion producers would invariably result 
in world’s record breaking offspring. If these things 
could be figured out with mathematical precision, 
perhaps the breeding industry would be farther ad- 
vanced than it is today, but certainly it would be 
less interesting. However in the case of King Segis 
Pontiac Count it seems to have worked out in just 
that way, as he resulted from the mating of King Se- 
gis Pontiac, a son of the former world’s record cow, 
Pontiac Clothilde De Kol Second, with the then 
world’s champion junior four-year-old for milk pro- 
duction, K. P. Lilith Clothilde. This heifer was 
among the most remarkable ever sired by King of 
the Pontiacs, as she proved when she broke the 
world’s four-year-old record for yearly milk pro- 
duction. The sire’s dam, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
Second, was not only the first cow to produce over 37 
pounds butter in seven days, but she was also the 
first cow to produce over 1,000 pounds butterfat in 
a year, and was the first cow in the United States to 
make three seven-day records above 30 pounds but- 
ter. Thus King Segis Pontiac Count stood for some 
time as the highest yearly «cord bull in the world, 
the yearly production of his two nearest dams 
considered. An inspection of the pedigree of King 
Segis Pontiac Count reveals the interesting fact 
that his two grandsires were King Segis and King 
of the Pontiacs. His dam, Pontiac Clothilde De Kol 
Second, was sired by Pontiac Korndyke and from 
perhaps the best transmitting daughter of Henger- 
veld De Kol. She is 
thus a_ three-fourths 
sister to King of the 
Pontiacs who was also 
by Pontiac Korndyke 
and from one of the 
best daughters of 
Hengerveld De Kol. It 
will thus be seen that 
King Segis Pontiac 
Count derives a great 
proportion of his 
breeding from King of 
the Pontiacs, King 
Segis, Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and Hengervela 
De Kol which sires all 
figure very prominent- 
ly in the computation 
early in this article, 
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which it will be recalled had to do with the great 
transmitting sires in the entire history of the breed. 
He also brings into his pedigree through the dam’s 
dam, the remarkable sire. Lilith Panline De Kol’s 
Count. whose get were uniformly good producers and 
desirable individuals. He in turn was the best son 
of the former world’s champion cow, Lilith Pauline 
De Kol. the first cow in the world to produce above 
28 pounds of butter in seven davs. There are a good 
manv other sires renresenting the same combination 
of the Wood of Kine Segis Pontiac from danvehk- 
ters of King of the Pontiacs and it mav he therefore 
that this bringing in of the blood of Tiilith Pauline 
De Kol’s Count furnished the nartievlar nick that 
has made King Segis Pontiac Count stand out pre- 
eminent. This, however, is simply a matter for spec 
ulation. 

That King Segis Pontiac Count is going to breed 
on throveh both his sons and danghters is already 
indicated very clearly. Only a few of his grand- 
daughters of course have as yet freshened but of the 
three sons that have produced daughters, one has 
produced at least three 20-pound two-vear-olds, an- 
other has a 23-pound two-vear-old, and the third has 
a 19-pound daughter at twenty-four months. One of 
his daughters has a two-vear-old daughter that has 
produced over 20.000 pounds milk in a vear. while 
affother daughter is dam of a three-vear-old that has 
completed a record of better than 1.090 pounds butter 
and 23,000 pounds milk. The coming season will 
bring out a large number of these granddaughters 
and they are indeed a nromising lot. The sons of his 
daughters are especially promising, now standing at 
the head of some of the most prominent herds. The 
offspring of the bulls renresenting this combination 
are of course still young but it is noteworthy that one 
of them, a junior heifer calf, sired bv a son of Reauty 
Girl Pontiac Segis. won first prize in a large class at 
Wisconsin State Fair this vear in the strongest com- 
petition that they have had at that great fair in 
many years. 

This brings us un to one of the imnortant phases 
of the great work of King Segis Pontiac Count. We 
refer to the uniform individuality of his daughters. 
While thev have never had time to go + t arovnd the 
show circuit and make names for t~ 2mselves as 
prize winners on account of their dutics at home in 
making world’s records, the daughters of Count, as 
will be seen from the accompanving illustrations, are 
of a very useful type, of remarkable uniformitv and 
with the strength and dairy temperament without 
which their marvelous records would be an impos- 
sibility. 

In this short article we have attemnted to call 
attention to a few of the outstanding features in con- 
nection with the work of King Segis Pontiac Count 
and his daughters. Just as we said we would, we 
have stuck prettv closelv to facts. We have not at- 
tempted to emphasize the possibilities in the future 
development of these wonderful heifers. We have 
purposely refrained from going in very strongly for 
prognostication in this article because if we should 
make a prediction, based unon the logical develop- 
ment of these record breaking heifers— a develop- 
ment which they have consistently shown in their 
two-, three- and four-year-old form, we realize that 
we would be talking in a way that would sound wild 
and irrational. We are going to conclude therefore 
with the simple statement that King Segis Pontiac 
Count stands on his record today as “The Marvel of 
all Sires.’’—and the future is not without promise.

Her dam and her daughter are also

test complete their records no doubt such a 
chapter will be written; but at present we 
must limit ourselves only to a few of the more 
important facts about those members of the 
family that have already completed their rec. 
ords. First we have Ona Clothilde De Kol 
who was bred and developed in Ohio as were 
her famous descendants. She made a year 
record of 1100.61 lbs. butter from 25019.3 Ibs. 
milk and has to her credit the following two 
great daughters—Ona Button De Kol (1345.55 
Ibs. butter from 26761 lbs. milk) and Ona 
Clothilde De Kol 2d (1044.45 lbs. butter from 
25449.6 lbs. milk). The latter has a daugh. 
ter, Ona Clothilde Wayne with a year record 
of 1266.65 lbs. butter from 27091.5 lbs. milk 
making the first combination of three direct 
generations of 1000-lb. cows and the only such 
combination to make 1000 lb. records from 
over 25,000 lbs. milk in each case. The young- 
est member of the triumvirate has a daughter, 
Ona Pontiac Wayne that has produced in 240 
days around 18000 lbs. milk containing 850 
Ibs. butter and is still going strong indicating 
that there will soon be a combination of four 
direct generations of 1000 lb. cows. This fam- 
ily was developed by Peter Small of Chester- 
land, Ohio and is now owned jointly with 
him by Dr. H. B. Gooding of Tiffin, Ohio. 

Another great family is composed of 
Aaggie Cornucopia Paul 2d and her great pro- 
ducing daughters developed and owned by 
E. E. Ellett & Son, Beloit, Ohio. This cow igs 
one of the very few that have produced 100 
lbs. milk in a day, to have two daughters that 
have produced 110 Ibs. each. The old cow 
has a record of 28.6 lbs. butter from 674.4 lbs. 
milk in seven days and 112.8 Ibs. butter from 
2765 lbs. milk in 30 days. She has five A. R. O. 
daughters including the holders of three state 
championships. Her oldest daughter, Aaggie 
Cornucopia Colantha, made a 33-lb. record 
and broke the Ohio State milk record for 
seven and thirty days with 747.2 lbs. in seven 
days and 3331.5 lbs. in thirty days, although 
a little later losing the seven-day crown to 
her sister, Aaggie Marie of Sunny Side whose 
milk production of 769.4 lbs. contained over 
30 lbs. butter. The other daughters include 
two 18-lb. two-year-olds and another with a 
year record of 832 lbs. butter from over 19,000 
lbs. milk. 

One of the greatest foundation cows in the 
state was Euphrasia A. to whom it is said that 
every female in the great Maplecrest herd 
when in its glory directly traced. One of her 
descendants, Burton Highlawn 2d founded a 
branch of this family that deserves special 
mention. Herself with a record of 20.58 Ibs. 
at the advanced age of 12 years, 10 months. 
she was the first cow in the state to have two 
30-lb. daughters. These daughters are Ma- 
plecrest Pontiac Highlawn and Burton High- 
lawn 2d’s Hartog, the latter being Ohio’s first 
30-lb. cow. She also had two 30-lb. daugh- 
ters, Maplecrest Pontiac Aaggie Hartog (31.- 
61 lbs.) and Highlawn Hartog De Kol, a 30-lb. 
cow who has already been spoken of as being 
the first 1200-lb. cow to have a 1200-lb. daugh- 
ter. Thus old Burton Highlawn 2d is the 
only cow in the world to have two 30-lb. 
daughters, one of which herself has two 
30-lb. daughters and heads a combination of 
three direct generations of 30-lb. cows. 


The State Champions. 


I have prepared a chart published here 
showing the champions of the state of Ohio 
in the four main divisions of the seven-day 
classes. I have not included the 305-day divi- 
sion as this division has not been operating 
long under the new rules and from the statis- 
tics at hand at present it is impossible to 
ascertain how many if any of the records in 
this division that were made under the old 
rules would qualify under the new.

shows, that of 1919 was hardly started before it w 
realized that considerable additions will have to be waar 
before another show season rolls around. The Holstein 
show was easily the outstanding feature of the dairy ex- 
hibit, and the herds of Carnation Stock Farm, Seattle, and 
Hollywood Farm, also of Seattle, attracted the most at- 
tention among lovers of the breed. Heading the herd of 
Hollywood Farm was Judge Segis himself, made grand 
champion bull of the show. Nine of his sons and seven of 
his daughters were there, as well as Cascade Johanna 
Illustrites, Washington bred world champion with 161.4 
pounds of milk to her credit in 24 hours and Glen Alex 
Queen De Kol, world record holder as a senior two-year. 
old, purchased by Mr. Stimson at the National sale at 
Worcester several years ago and still wearing her queen- 
ly air with a dignity befitting her high station. There were 
35 head in the Hollywood herd, which later included the 
grand champion of the show, placed there by her new 
owner for testing and breeding and the silver cup for the 
best Holstein herd at the show was very properly 
awarded to Mr. Stimson.

No more Grade “C” mil 
contracted for by the dle 
League according to a recent rulin f 
The change is due to the fact that 
some purchasers have been taking ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to acce t 
the lower grade milk and to pay oe 
cents a 100 pounds below the legiti- 
mate price. Grade “B” milk must come 
from barns and dairies scored accord. 
ing to the regulations of the New 
York City board of health, and it is 
believed that some of the purchasers 
have been simply neglecting to score 
the barns, thus securing the milk at 
Grade ‘C” prices. 

Two of the Dairymen’s League of. 
ficials have recently resigned and by 
the time this is published their places 
will have been filled by election at 
the meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the League, which will take place 
in Jersey City, New Jersey, Dec. 9th. 
Milton W. Davidson, treasurer of the 
League, has resigned owing to pres- 
sure of other work and has moved to 
Oriskany Falls, N. Y. Grant Farring- 
ton, league director for the Onondaga. 
Cayuga district, has also resigned, due 
to the fact that Onondaga county de- 
sires a representative from within its 
own limits, whereas Mr. Farrington 
comes from Oswego County. 

A recent addition to the Editorial 
Staff of the Dairymen’s League News 
is Fred Hoar who has been for twenty 
years connected with a large news- 
paper in New York City.

men in the state would join the association, and that the 
other twenty-five per cent would wait until the second 
year. Contrary to the prevailing opinion it was found that 
the Ohio Holstein breeders, both purebred and grade, are 
a live bunch, and the final summary of the membership 
campaign shows that as a result of these meetings the 
Ohio Association has a 133 per cent membership. These 
conclusions are shown by the fact that every Holstein 
breeder pure bred and grade, present at the meetings 
joined the association, and that at each meeting breeders 
present said: “Well, I’ll pay for three or five additional 
memberships, as Neighbor So-and-So will want to join, 
and I’ll pay for his membership, and he can pay me.” 

In a few cases breeders who desired to assist the 
organization stated that they were willing to help finan- 
cially other than through membership. This plan however 
has not been followed, as every dollar has been collected 
through the five dollar membership fee, which in turn 
means moral and financial support for each member, and 
in turn success. 

A meeting of the delegates and members from the 
twenty-five local organizations was held at Cleveland, 
December 13, and the following plan of organization per- 
fected. Each local organization is represented by one 
member on the board of directors, which is composed as 
follows: Alexander Watt, Cuyahoga Co.; B. J. Shanower, 
Geauga Co.; Dr. H. O. Fredericks, Ashtabula Co.; A. V.

He was ably sup- 
ported by the directors of the State Association who gave 
liberally of their time and talents in the cause, by the 
National Association which was directly represented the 
greater part of the time by President Aitken and R. ¢ 
Pollock of the Extension Department, and by individual 
breeders who had an especial interest in the success of the 
drive. The World is also glad to have had a small part 
in this great undertaking with a member of the editoria] 
staff on the job for a solid week. Weather and road con- 
ditions during the entire campaign were especially un- 
favorable. From the very start extreme cold was en. 
countered, which continued for the entire two weeks, the 
thermometer dropping as low as twenty below zero soms 
of the time. In the northern sections particularly con- 
siderable snow was encountered making the roads im. 
passable for automobiles, and cutting down the attendance 
considerably on that account. Add the complete de- 
moralization of the railroad schedules through weather 
conditions and curtailment of service because of the coal 
strike, and you begin to appreciate that the staging of 
22 meetings in as many different towns within a space of 
twelve days is no sinecure. Sometimes in order to make 
the next meeting it was necessary for the party to sit up 
until two or three o’clock in the morning, and then change 
cars a couple of times or so until morning. Running water, 
individual soap, barbers, baths and home cooking were 
for the most part a decidedly minus quantity, but did we 
hear anybody complain or find fault? Not once! It was alla 
part of the job. And occasionally, in fact every little while 
we would run onto something that would effectively take 
our minds off our troubles. Maybe it would be a real city 
hotel with everything in the way of conveniences like we 
struck for our over-Sunday stop at Appleton, or the recital 
of a choice bunch of anecdotes more or less personal by 
John Voss, Frank Everson, Francis Darcey and Severt 
Jensen: but best and most appreciated of all was the good 
old-fashioned home-cooked dinner given the party by Mrs. 
John Erickson, with beef-steak, baked potatoes, brown 
gravy, home-made bread and Holstein butter and cheese, 
and real whipped cream on the cake and everything. After 
that meal was the first time we heard or noticed any signs 
of homesickness in the party. Some of the boys it seems 
had not realized just what they were missing by staying 
away from home so long. Most of ’em averaged four meals 
a day at that, except on Sunday when the majority voted in 
favor of staying abed until dinner time. 

We should like to take the time and space to report 
each of the twenty-two meetings separately and in detail, 
but that is impossible. While there was considerable 
similarity in the programs at each meeting, it was inter- 
esting to note the marked difference in the type of the 
audiences in the different sections of the state. At the 
opening meeting at Monroe they had a regular banquet 
and the whole family came and made a holiday of it; at 
Appleton they had out a high-class orchestra, while at soile 
other towns it was entirely a stag affair.

BRITISH FRIESIAN SALE SETS NEW MARK 

Right on the heels of our announcement of the record-breaking sale of Mrs. 
Putnam’s herd at Aylesbury, England, where British Friesians sold for an 
average of 534 pounds each,comesthe report that the Colton herd, Hugh Brown 
proprietor, Colton Mains, Dunfermline, has beaten these figures, 97 head bring: 
ing a total of 55,907 pounds, or an average of 576 pounds per head. Considering, 
as is customary, one pound to be $5.00 in American money, this would mean a 
total of $279,535 for the 97 head or an average price per head of $2,880. Even 
considering one pound as four American dollars, which is more nearly the 
present rate of exchange, the average would be for eighty-nine cows and 
heifers $2,204, and for seven bulls $2,304. These are by far the highest prices 
ever realized in a sale in England. Top price of $11,340 was paid by Mr. G. 
Findlay for the 6-year-old imported bull, Golf Botermijn, which was consigned 
to the sale by the Olympia Agricultural Company, Ltd., of Selby. He is one of 
the most noted sires and show bulls in England and it may be remembered that 
at Mrs. Putnam’s great sale the two highest priced animals of British breeding 
were his daughters. The Olympia Company as a successor to this sire pur- 
chased the imported bull, Terling Vic Bertus, paying $10,920 for him. Eleven 
of his daughters brought an average of $1,980, and thirty-three daughters of 
Colton Vic Bram brought the quite remarkable average of $3,052. High price 
for female was paid by Col. W. E. Harrison for Colton Bram Roylette 2nd. This 
cow was champion female at the Highland Show this year, and Col. Harrison 
considered her a bargain at $6,720. He also paid $3,570 for Colton Bram. Another 
good buyer was Mr. G. Holt Thomas who purchased the five animals compris- 
ing the Colton Sunshine family for an average of $2,920. Mr. Thomas also paid 
$3,780 for Colton Bram-Lorna. Other buyers included Major D. A. Spence who 
paid $3,570 for Colton Bram-Egerton 2nd, and Mr. A. R. Wilson Wood who paid 
$3,990 for Colton Bram-Juliana.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has issued a preliminary  bulle- 
tin giving statistics of creameries, 
cheese factories and condensed milk 
factories for 1918 as collected by the 
bureau in co-operation with the 
Provincial Governments. A _ detailed 
report is in preparation. 

Creamery Butter 

The total production of creamery 
butter in 1918 was 93,266,876 Ibs., 
value $41,845,164, as compared with 
87,526,939 lbs., value $34,274,218 in 
1917 and 82,564,130 lbs., value $26,966,- 
355 in 1916. In order of production the 
figures for the provinces are as fol- 
lows: Quebec, 36,761,057 lbs., value, 
$16,364,950; Ontario, 29,397,485 Ibs., 
value, $13,136,470; Alberta, 9,021,765 
lbs., value, $4,011,859; Manitoba 
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8,436,926 lbs., value, $3,897,476; Sas- 
katchewan, 5,009,014 Ibs., value. 
$2,221,403; Nova Scotia, 1,756,905 lbs., 
value, $808,755; British Columbia, 
1,581,924 lbs., value, $807,861; New 
Brunswick, 660,010 lbs., value, $302,- 
818; Prince Edward Island, 641,754 
Ibs., value $293,572. For all Canada 
the average wholesale price of butter 
works out at about 45 cents a lb., as 
compared with 39 cents in 1917 and 33 
cents in 1916. Every province showed 
an increase over 1917 in the produc- 
tion of creamery butter.

Condensed and Evaporated Milk 

A large increase is noted in the out- 
put of condensed milk factories, the 
quantities and values being, con 
densed milk, 41,195,604 Ibs., value, $5,- 
740,898, as compared with 32,105,799 
Ibs., value $3,811,281 in 1917; evapor- 
ated milk, 38,612,367 lbs., value, $4- 
048,055, as compared with 29,415,512 
Ibs., value $2,635,952 in 1917; and 
milk powder 5,530,915 Ibs., value, 
$1,388,248, as compared with 3,979,514 
Ibs., value, $817,287 in 1917. 

Other products of dairy factories in 
1918 included 891,543 lbs., of whey 
butter, value, $354,675, and 243,763 
lbs., of casein, value $40,854, the total 
production being from Ontario fac- 
tories. 

Number of Dairy Factories 

The report shows that 3,371 dairy 
factories were in operation in 1918, 
as compared with 3,418 in 1917 and 
3,466 in 1916. The number of 
creameries was 989, as compared with 
949 in 1917 and 993 in 1916: cheese 
factories 1,885, as compared with 
1,900 in 1917 and 1,813 in 1916; com- 
bined butter and cheese factories 476, 
as compared with 549 in 1917 and 624 
in 1916, and condensed milk factories 
21, as compared with 20 in 1917 and 
16 in 1916—Farm & Dairy.

records. The highest production in 
twelve months under Government Su- 
pervision being 26,227 lbs. of milk and 
983.2 Ibs. of butter fat. The next high- 
est is also that of a Friesian cow be- 
ing 24190 lbs. of milk, 939.78 butter 
fat. 

It will no doubt interest your read- 
ers to describe and illustrate in you 
columns what I saw on one of New 
Zealand’s Friesian farms. In all there 
were. over eighty nead of pure bred 
Friesians and amongst them some re- 
markable animals.

We find that Ohio Holsteins now 
hold three world’s records, two of 
them being held by Jolie Topsy Pau- 
line De Kol, owned by Cleveland City 
Farms. As a senior 4-year-old this 
heifer produced 28416.1 lbs. milk in a 
year which is a world’s record by a 
margin of close to 2000 Ibs., her milk 
record in the eight months after calv- 
ing division of 508.7 lbs. also being a 
world’s record. It will be remembered 
that this remarkable heifer came 
back as a mature cow making a year 
record of 1290.4 lbs. butter from 
29221.5 lbs. milk which is the fifth 
largest butter record and the third 
largest milk record ever made in the 
state. 

The other world’s champion is 
Royalton De Kol Violet who made for 
H. A. McQuillin of Delta, a record in 
the eight months after calving division 
of 611.1 lbs. milk. This record was 
made at the advanced age of 10 years 
and she finished her year with 1295.56 
lbs. butter from 29949.6 lbs. milk giv- 
ing her fourth place for butter and 
second place for milk in the state. 

The only 30,000-lb. cow in the state 
is Lindale Bonnie Pauline who made 
her record for R. E. Dillon of Williams- 
field. She is one of the very few cows 
in the world to make a 30,000-Ib. record 
in connection with over 1000 Ibs. but- 
ter fat for the year. 

Although there are so few present 
world’s champions in Ohio, we are 
glad to see that there are no less than 
11 others that formerly held world's 
records. Found among the list of the 
present state champions there are a 
number of other former’ world’s 
champions that are not now state 
champions. Among these we have 
already mentioned Daisy Grace De 
Kol, the first 1200-lb. heifer and Ban- 
ostine Belle De Kol, the first 1300-lb. 
cow, although the latter is not now 2 
state champion in the yearly division, 
two other animals in the state having 
exceeded her figures. She is, however, 
state champion as_ well as former 
world’s champion in the eight months 
after calving division with a record of 
26.49 Ibs. Another former worlds 
champion in both the eight months 
after calving and yearly division is 
Lucille Jolie Pontiac with 23.99 Ibs. 
eight months after calving and 1173.15 
Ibs. in a year as a senior 4-year-old. 

Another senior 4-year-old, Crown 
Princess Maxie De Kol 2d for several 
years held the world’s record in the 
30-day division with 142.27 lbs. She 
was owned by G. W. Rising of Fay- 
ette. Her 30-day record was not 
exceeded in the state by any cow of 
any age until last summer when But-

DAIRYMEN’S GUARANTY SALE A NOTABLE SUCCESS 


With a total of $65,815.00 for its 240 head, the Dairymen’s Guaranty Sale, 
held under the management of the E. M. Hastings Company in the Syracuse 
«Sale Pavilion, December 9, 10 and 11, is regarded by consignors and purchasers 
alike as a pronounced success, though the average of a little better than $274 
does not appear large as recent sale averages go. 

The sale proved exactly what it was advertised to be, a sale for everybody 
where the breeder could buy foundation stock and where, likewise, the farmer- 
dairyman could make a profitable purchase of practical, producing Holsteins. 
New York purchasers were present in large numbers and in addition substantial 
buyers from Wisconsin, Illinois, Michigan, Pennsylvania and Massachusetts 
helped to keep the bidding lively during the entire progress of the three-day 
event. Quality cattle were largely in evidence, but a considerable number of 
rough-coated youngsters with no fitting for the sale-ring also went under the 
hammer, at prices that greatly reduced the general average, as seems to be 
inevitable when herd-dispersals come in as eleventh hour incidents in the 
organization of a sale. As it was, the large number of cattle brought together 
to be sold afforded a special inducement to buyers from a distance, with results 
that appeared to work out to the satisfaction of all concerned. 

Two animals sold for exactly $1,700.00 each, which was the top price of the 
sale. One was K K S V Winnie Artis, the 31-lb. daughter of King Korndyke 
Sadie Vale in the Linn Kinne dispersal, and the other was Lawncrest Echo 
Sylvia (carrying 81% the same breeding as May Echo Sylvia) consigned by 
C. L. Amos. Both were bought hy A. P. Lehner, Oconto Falls, Wis. Only three 
other animals in the sale crossed the thousand-dollar mark, Spring Farm King 
31st, a 7-months-old son of the 31-lb. cow, Spring Farm Lucy Pontiac, con- 
signed by F. M. Jones, and purchased by C. D. Tracy, Massena, N. Y., the T- 
months-old daughter of K K. S V Winnie Artis, a member of Mr. Kinne’s herd, 
bought by F. B. Green, Evansville, Wis.. and Palmar Veritas De Kol Ormsby, 
a 31-lb. cow consigned by W. H. Mace and bought by J. G. Kerrick, Towanda, 
Pa. The slight proportion of high-priced animals and the considerable number 
of youngsters in the rough that sold, as was expected, for low figures, were 
factors that kept down the average; but for the very creditable animals that 
comprised the greater part of the entries, the prices realized were excellent. 
The attendance was large during all three days and the interest was well sus- 
tained. Kelley, Hess, Lee and Wood did the selling, and the third day, in Kelley’s 
absence, Crandall and Bassett assisted as auctioneers.

Another former world’s champion 
is Elmside Nudine Segis Jolie, the 
first heifer in the world under 3 
years old to produce over 22,800 Ibs. 
milk in a year. She was owned by 
Cleveland City Farms where a number 
of the Ohio champions were developed. 

In the senior three-year-old class, 
Lindale Bonnie Pauline, owned by R. 
E. Dillon of Williamsfield, for a time 
held the world’s record in both the 
eight months after calving and the 
365 day divisions, later as we have 
said, making a year record in mature 
form of 30024.1 lbs. milk, Ohio’s only 
30,000 Ib. record. 

The other three former world’s rec- 
ords were all in the eight months 
after calving divisions and were made 
by Maplecrest Pontiac Girl in the 
junior 4-year-old class, Maovlecrest 
Pontiac Korndyke in the 2-vear-old 
class and Novelty McKinley Henger- 
veld in the 3-year-old class. The first 
two made their records for the 
Maplecrest people and the last for 
Lothian-Riverode Stock Farm. 

Another state champion that has 
been brought out by the Lothian 
Riverode people is Fancy Korndyke 
Segis whose milk production of 23,094 
Ibs. in a year as a senior 2-year-old 
is highest in her state, her  but- 
ter production of 904.8 pounds 
standing second in the state 
in her class.She is also state champion 
milk producer in both the 30 day and 
the 8 months after calving division. 
Her sire, Lothian King De Kol Korn- 
dyke now has three daughters w*.a 
records of better than 20,000 lbs. milk 
in a year, and is expected to have 
three more soon. He is a son of 
Pietertje Hengerveld’s Sir Korndyke, 
with his great list of year record 
daughters, out of Lothian Maggie De 
Kol with a year record of 1238.5 Ibs. 
butter from 27,967.6 Ibs. milk. 

To the credit of the state it can be 
said that the fifty-six state records 
were made by no less than fifteen 
different breeders, highest state 
honors being divided as follows:

Among th2 famous Holstein person- 
alities of Ohio, not the least important 
is James A. Reynolds, manager of 
Daisy Hill Farms, at Chagrin Falls, 
Ohio. State Senator and Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America, 
Under Mr. Reynolds’ management, 
Daisy Hill Holsteins have made a 
number of splendid records, includ- 
ing the record of Doede Binnema 
Flora, the oldest cow in the world to 
make a year record of over 1,000 Ibs. 
butter fat or over 28,000 lbs. milk at 
the advanced age of 11 years. The 
number also includes Pauline Bright-

CLEANING MILK WITH COLD AIR 


Editor World: 

Perhaps the experience I have had 
making clean milk may be of interest 
to some. There was a certain dairy 
of sixty milking Holsteins producing 
about 600 quarts daily. Sometimes the 
bacteria count would exceed 1,000,000, 
but usually the count was between 
100,000 and 1,000,000. This high 
count was naturally criticised by the 
dealer to whom the milk was shipped. 

Upon my suggestion I was permit- 
ted to make an experiment. At that 
time I had never heard of cooling milk 
by injecting cold air into it, but was 
convinced that injecting cold air into 
milk would as the air came to the sur- 
face carry off much of the animal 
odor and I believe would rob the milk 
of what was so necessary for the bac- 
teria to thrive upon. I took three 
samples of one pint each. 


No. 1, milked by myself without any 
special care and cooled with an ordin- 
ary rubber bulb syringe, such. as can 
be bought at any drug store, bacteria 
count, 1,000. 


No. 2, milked in similar manner and 
cooled by setting bottle in pail of cold 
water and stirring until cold, test, 4,- 
000. 


No. 3, was dipped from the tank 
(after running over the regular “Alas- 
ka” cooler) and subjected to the air 
treatment in addition to the ordinary 
cooling, test 22,000. This No. 3 sample 
was milked by the regular milkers 
while the other two samples were 
milked by myself. The regular ship- 
ment the same day tested over 800,000 
bacteria count. Nos. 1 and 2 were 
from the same pail treated in different 
manner. The bacteria four times as 
great in the water cooled as in the air 
cooled. No. 3 was. practically the 
same milk as the» regular shipment 
with about one-fortieth the bacteria. 

Is not this sufficient proof that cool- 
ing by air is an advantage? Many 
years ago patents were granted for 
air cooling apparatus though I have 
never known of their being on the 
market. Why does not someone pro- 
duce such a cooler? Of course the 
air for that purpose must be free of 
dust. This can be had by having a 
large intake and covering it with wet 
muslin. In extreme hot weather this 
plan could be utilized only by those 
having a cold storage plant from which 
to take the cold air, but all winter and 
much of the early summer mornings 
milking could be cooled by air without 
resort to the refrigerating plant. Is 
it not worth trying? Producing dirty 
milk is a crime.

sults; two of them making approxi- 
mately each 500 lbs. of butter fat. The 
others on test are all going well and 
should easily obtain their certificates. 

Last year the highest record made 
on this farm was 642 lbs. of fat from 
17,161 lbs. of milk. 

It is the intention of the company 
to test from nine to twelve animals 
each year until every cow in the herd 
holds a certificate of merit. 

“Mutual Maggie of Rock” is an out- 
standing cow of unusual udder deve- 
lopment. She is a first prize taker at 
the shows and as a three-year-old 
heifer in 289 days made 16,242 lbs. of 
milk and 545.4 lbs. of butter fat. In 
seven days she made over 630 lbs. of 
milk. Another good cow is “Buttercup 
of Kekatau,” also a first prize taker 
at the leading New Zealand show. She 
made last year 17,161 lbs. of milk and 
642 lbs. of butter fat. 

There are sO Many good ones in the 
herd that it would be impossible to re- 
fer to them all but I must refer to a 
fine type of heifer just finishing her 
test. “Ashlyn Leila” (illustrated) only 
a junior two-year-old was judged Re- 
serve ~champion in a large class of 
cows at Palmerston North and a.- 
though under the disadvantage of 
traveling round the shows has yet 
finished her yearly test with 12073 Ibs. 
of milk and 494.5 lbs. of butter fat. 

A very fine lot of young bulls were 
in evidence, the Cluny Farm Co. ex- 
celling in these. Has taken first prize 
at every show where their yearlings 
have gone. 

It will be seen from these results 
that New Zealand breeders are weit 
to the fore and can hold their own 
with this breed of cattle in any part 
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of the world. Being essentially a dairy- 
ing country, New Zealand is destined 
to become a great breeding center for 
dairy stock.

TER SIRES, BETTER STOCK”, 

CAMPAIGN 


There are over 15,000 owners of 
pure pred Holstein-Friesian cattle who 
are members of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. These, to- 
gether with thousands of other 
owners of our famous breed of milk 
producers, are ready to co-operate, 
and in many instances, are co-operat- 
ing in their county and state cam- 
paigns for the elimination of the grade 
and scrub bull. There are upwards 
of 300 organized Holstein clubs, each 
and all of which are a force of great 
value to their respective localities in 
this work for “Better Stock.” 

The extension service of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
has communicated with each _ loca) 
Holstein breeders’ club and is assist- 
ing these organizations in a way that 
will help them to co-operate to the 
fullest degree. There has been sent 
to the president of each club a letter 
offering assistance, 

It is urged that the officers of each 
club go over the project which was 
also semt along with the letter, and 
confer with their county agent con- 
cerning the best way their Holstein 
club, as a unit of purebred dairymen, 
can best cooperate. Having decided 
upon a plan of operation, a meeting of 
all members of the local Holstein 
club should be called, inviting all own- 
ers of purebred Holsteins to be pres- 
ent. The purpose and plans of the 
campaign should then be explained 
‘and our Holstein breeders organized 
into a cooperating unit, to work with 
the county agent to put this drive 
over in a most successful manner. 

This campaign is to the dairy in- 
dustry what our war drives were to 
our government. 

The project outlined in detail below 
is the first of a series of six to eight, 
which the extension service is offer- 


‘ing as a guide to Holstein clubs. It is 


given as a suggestion of one way in 
which each club can take up a definite 
piece of work that is of value to their 
members and the dairy industry and 
cairy it on effectively. Many pure 
bred cattle breeders’ organizations of 
all kinds want to know what to do to 
keep up interest, and increase member 
ship. One answer is to have definite 
programs for each of the four to six 
meetings held during the year, these 
to be in part educational, so that those 
who attend the meetings can gain in- 
formation which will be of direct help 
to them in managing their herds.

One 
needs to keep in mind that it is what 
we do, as organized Holstein clubs and 
as individual Holstein breeders, in a 
co-operative effort for the improve- 
ment of dairy farming that counts. 
The extension service submits the 
following project with the hope that it 
may prove a satisfactory guide, not 
only for Holstein clubs, but for all who 
are co-operating with the United 
States Bureau of Animal Industry in

SHIP CREAM INSTEAD OF MILK 


Shipping cream instead of milk is 
suggested by M. G. Flint writing in 
Practical Farmer, whose remarks 
follow: 

The price for November milk in the 
200 to 210-mile freight zone, with New 
York city as a center, was $3.33 for 
milk testing 3 per cent. butterfat—an 
increase of 22 cents over the October 
price. In my territory this price was 
$3.30 plus the differential for butterfat 
test. In comparing these ,prices with 
$1.66 per hundredweight of 3 per cent. 
milk in pre-war times for October, one 
would think farmers were making 
money in milk. But it must be re- 
membered that at that time no one 
thought of saying farmers got enough 
for their milk, because they knew bet- 
ter. Neither do they now. With the 
price of all farm produce but milk 
dropping every day, the cost of all 
supplies in producing milk is going 
up. 

A glance at the October monthly 
government crop report shows dry 
beans at $5.20 a bushel, as compared 
to $6.50 of a year ago. Potatoes and 
cabbage are dropping every day. What 
the city housewife pays 3 to 5 cents a 
pound for in cabbage, the farmer 1:

creek, lake or spring. The water 
from these places is clear, clean, pure 
and of the right temperature for the 
cows to drink heartily. : 

Through the winter man must sup- 
ply to the cows the water they need 
Man sometimes forgets just how his 
cows like water best and as a result 
cows do not drink as much as they 
should. One should remember that 
about 87 per cent of milk is 
water. A cow cannot be expected to 
give sixty pounds of milk when she 
will only drink about fifty pounds of 
water. Furthermore, the dairy farmer 
should remember that about eighty- 
two per cent of a cow’s body is made 
up of water. That water content 
must be maintained. The cow first 
drinks enough water for body 
maintenance and what is left over 
goes into her milk flow. The 
question now arises how can the 
dairy farmer get his cows to drink 
enough water for a big flow of milk? 

Should be Clean 

The first thing to consider is the 
supply of water. Altogether too many 
farmers have the idea that any kind 
of water will do so long as it is wet. 
Cows do not relish, nor do they drink 
well of water taken from dirty un- 
sanitary wells or from streams where 
there is all sorts of filth. Most of 
us have seen stock watered from 
streams flowing through a barn yard 
or from shallow wells dug in the 
center of some manure yard. Such 
supplies of water are neither good 
for the cow’s appetite nor her health. 
The water supply for the herd shouid 
come from some clean, pure spring 
or well, located where there is no 
danger of contamination. The cows 
will drink more of such water and 
the herd will be more free from 
disease. 

To induce cows to drink a large 
amount of water one should see that 
the temperature is to their liking. 
They will not drink a_ sufficient 
amount if the water is covered with 
ice nor if the water is too warm. it 
should be cool and about at the tem- 
perature where it is best for man to 
drink. Sometimes it is quite a 
problem for the farmer to have an 
adequate supply of water at the right 
drinking temperature for his herd. 
But this water temperature can he 
had by the use of a large supply 
tank where some method of heating 
can be had. Better still, however, is 
where the cows can have a constant 
supply of water before them direc: 
from the well. It will be about the 
right temperature, clean and pure. 

Cold is a Danger 

Most farmers have their drinking 
tanks located out doors near the wel: 
and allow the stock to go to the 
tank at least once a day for their 
twenty-four hour supply of water. It 
is important that the water should 
be free from ice for the stock must 
drink a large amount at one time and 
if it is cold they will not do so. Any 
form of heater is good for heating 
tanks of water providing the heater 
is large enough so that fuel enough 


ight, warm, 
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into it to keep a fire over 
— > of the best methods of 
ating the stock tank is to use 
steam from the plant located in the 
dairy room. This will give to the 
er a double inducement for in- 
stalling steam plant, one to heat 
water and the other for washing and 
sterilizing the milk utensils. 

Manufacturers of drinking cups 
make the claim that in six months 
time a COW will pay for installing 
drinking cups just through her in 
creased flow of milk. It is true that 
they will. Knowing this to be true 
why is it then that so many farmers 
will not give the cow plenty of water 
so that she will be able to make this 
return for him and not the manufac- 
turer? Give the cow a chance to 
drink water and she will add to your 
winter’s profits. 

Much has now been said about just 
clean, pure water of the right tem- 
perature for cows. Yet there are 
some cows that will not drink enough 
water simply because their body does 
not crave it. Salt is as important 
to the cow as her daily feed. She 
should have it with her feed. A 
pinch of about three ounces daiiy 
should be given to each cow on her 
feed. Every two or three days each 
cow should get about an ounce of 
powdered charcoal with the salt. 
These two will give to her plenty of 
mineral to keep her body in a per- 
fectly healthy and normal condition. 

Recently one of the best dairy cov 
feeders in the state said, “If Wiscon- 
sin’s dairy cows should get enough 
water and salt this winter their own- 
ers would be- richer by $10,000,000 
than they will be by following their 
usual methods.” There is no doubt 
about the truth of this statement. 
Ten thousand dollars will pay for a 
lot of heat in water; it will buy a lot 
of salt and still leave a good profit. It 
isn’t hard to earn this extra money 
this winter.
